THE WHOLE TRUTH WILL BE TOLD AND 
HE WILL ABIDE THE CONSEQUENCES. 


Silva Arrived in St. Louis Last Night— 
Did Not Surrender This Morning As 
Was Expected On Account of a Hitch 
in Preparing Bond—Interviews With 
Gov. Johnson, His Attorney. and 
Rufus J. Delano, Mrs. Silva’s Coun- 
selor—Attitude of the Other Side. 


Uptos8 o’clock this afternoon Louis J. 
Sliva, the alleged embezzler of $167,000 from 
the Rainwater-Bradford Hat Co., had not 
made his appearanceat the Four Courts 
to give himself up, as his attorpeys and 
friends announced he would do to-day. 
It is understood that failure to complete ar- 
rangements for bail is the reason for the de- 
lay. Silvais in St. Louis; of that there fs no 
doubt. His wife says he arrived last night. 


A reporter of the Post-DisPpaTcH, Who 
called at the residence of Mrs. Silva’s 
mother, Mrs. Luttemeier, No. [1420 Aubert 
avenue, about 12:80 o’clock to-day, was met

at the door by Mrs. Silva, who smiled pleas- 
antiyand said: **t am Mrs. Silva. I pre- 
sume you wishtosee me. Just walk in.’’ 

The reporter explained it was Mr. Silva he 
wished more particularly to see, 

**He is not here at present, though he is in 
the city. Icannot tell you just where he is, 
forildonot know. He has gone tosee his 
attorneys.’’ 

**Where?’’ 

* **Now, asIsaid,I really donotknow. He 
is not In hiding, I can assure you of that, and 
if you run across him he may talk to you.’”’ 

‘*‘Has he come back to exonerate him- 
self?’’ 

**] can make no statement for him. He has 
come back here becauselI wished him to 
come.This wkole matter will be unraveled 
and the truth told. If he clears him- 
self, so good, ifnot, he will face the conse- 
quences and I will bearthem with him.

There was abso- 
lutely no necessity for him to leave,and each 
day that he remained away I became more 
desperate. In justice to myself and the 
children {thought it was his duty to come 
here and face his accusers instead of leading 
a@ wandering life, here and there, all over 
the country. I consulted with my 
attorney, and the resuli is that I have 
brought my husband back.’’ Mrs, Silva then 
alluded to her recent departure from the 
wty, and said she thought it wasa shame 
_ for an afternoon paper to state that she had 


pron away. 

ou" *s*Ifthe reporter of that paper had come 
here he could have obtained my address 
from my mother. I was mentally worried, 
troubled and distressed and thought I would 
gO away for a little trip. I went to my 
uncle’s home in Freeport, Ill., and had no 
idea any suspicion had been cast on my ab- 
gence until my return.’’ 

**Will your husband make a statement?’’ 

**I think he willinjtime. He will be gov- 
erned by his attorneys.’’ 

**Do you think him more sinned against 
than sinning?’’

SILVA MEETS HIS ATTORNEY. 

From the hour of Silva’s arrivalon Mon- 
day night his case was in the hands of Hon. 
Charlies P. Johnson, Lawyer and client 
were introduced by Mr. Rufus J. Delano 
and they held a hurried conference 
then and there in the presence of 
Mrs. Silva. The decision first reached was 
that Silva should lie low until morning, and 
that, too, out of the jurisdiction of Missouri 
courts. 

This morning whenGov. Johnson reached his 
office he said he supposed that Silva would 
surrender to the Chief of Police before noon, 
that Silva would go tothe Four Courts unat- 
tended, and that when he (Gov. Johnson) 
had been notified of the surrender he would 
make his application for bond. As the 
morning wore on Gov. Johnson made a feint 
of the transaction of other business, 
but he was obviously perplexed by 
the non-execution of the pre-arranged 
plan. Headmitted kn owledge of Silva’s re- 
treat, but: courteously declined to reveal it 
until he himself had had the opportunity 
for a long talk with his client. 

During the forenoon Gov, Johnson received 
a telephone summons to Col, John H. 
Overall’s office, but he did not go there. 
This fact gave rise to a rumor that perhaps 
negotiations looking to ‘‘an easy let-down’’ 
for the prisoner were in progress. 

Col. John H. Overall was in his office most 
of the morning. At first he disclaimed any 
official information on the subject of Silva’s 
presence in town other than what he hada 
obtained from the newspapers, but later he 
admitted official notification, and added that 
he could at any time place his hands on the 
embezzier. He carefully parried all ques- 
tions tending toshow what the prosecuting 
witnesses were doing, but when asked as he 
was a dozen times during the morning: 

**Will you prosecute Silva when you have 
the chance?’’ he invariably answered: 

**Assuredly we will.’’ 

Still, Col, Overall professed ignorance as to 
the mere fact of whether any reward is out 
for Silva. 

DELANO MAKES A PREDICTION. 

Rufus J. Delano, Mrs. Silva’s lawyer, was 
well satisfied with the general course of 
events. He said he had placed in Gov. Jonn- 
son’s hands all the evidence he had, and that 
Gov. Johnson now had fulicharge. He had 
reason to Delleve that while Gov. John- 
son would take his time in fram- 
ing a theory of defense, he would sti)\ 
insist on an early trial. And Mr. Delano be- 
lieved that the Governor’s defense would be 
successful. Hesmiled rather grimly as he 
offered this opinion, but would not assign 
any reasor for his faith. 

**The newspapers will come pretty near 
guessing the result of the trial,’’ he said. 

A TROUBLE OVER THE BOND. 

In the late forenoon Detective Tucker 
visited Col. Overall’s office, *‘on other busi- 
ness,’’ as he said. 

**‘Ican give you a mighty straight guess 
about Silva,’’ he said. ‘‘He isn’t in the 
State, and the reason he has not sur- 
rendered is that his bond has not 
been arranged. He’s afraid of a trick, 
and while .he has arranged for a 
$10,000 bond he thinks they may shove 
it up to $50,000. But Silva can’t get away 
now. HUHe’ll simply be pinched if he doesn’ 
come in pretty soon,’’ 

This assertion followed close upon a half- 
hour conference between Col. Overall and 
himself. It was interpreted to mean 
that Silva’s lodging place in East 
St. Louis was being shadowed, 
and that it was much the same tothe police 
whether he surrendered or allowed the o fm- 
cers to close in upon him, 

GOV. JOHNSON VISITS THE FOUR COURTS, 

Gov. Johnson made his first visit to the 
Four Courts immediately after his appear- 
ance at his office. He was closeted with 
Chief Harriganafew minutes and left the 
bullding. 

Chief Harrigan wee approached for infor- 
mation on te subject of his conference with 
giiva’sS lawyer, but he positively refused to 
discuss it. 

‘rc is nota matter of public interest,’’ he 
said. 

At 11:30 9’clock Gov. Johnson reappeared 
atthe Four Courts and went intothe Chiet’s 
private room. He remained until 12:45,when 
he was called to the telephone.

Areporter endeavored to gain more def- 
inite information, but the lawyer returned 
tothe Chief’s room again. A few minutes 
later he and Maj. Harrigan left the building 
together, . 

**Nothing will happen until 2 o’clock,’’ 
ventured the Chief in response toa dozen 
queries, and that was ali the information 
that could be obtained.

WICKHAM DISCHARGED. 


Charged With Murdering Druggist Clap- 
per—Dramatic Scene in Court. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—Dr. Robert Wickham, 
charged with murdering Druggist William k. 
Clapper, was discharged to-day, the prose- 
cution nolle prossing the case in one court 
while arguments were being heard in 
another. 

The mother of the dead man caused a 
dramatic scene in court by protesting 
against the dismissal. Rising from her seat 
and sobbing violently she sald: 

**Your honor, this 1s an outrage. Week 
after week | have urged the tStata’s Attorney 
to bring the case to trial, but he has put it 
off and dischargod the slayer of my boy. 
Here is his picture,’’ and the weeping woman 
held up a photograph of her son. 

She was taken from thecourt-room. The 
State’s Attorney says Wickham will be re- 
indicted. Wickham killed Clapper in a 
quarrel over the latter’s wife.

PIT OF DEATH. 


Seventeen Miners Buried in a 
Pennsylvania Colliery. 


Caught by a Cave-In at the Ill-Fated 
Gaylord Slope. 


ALL OF THEM BELIEVED TO BE BE 
YOND RESCUE ALIVE. 


Relatives and Friends Gathered About 
the Mouth of the Mine in Large Num- 
bers—Ths Cries of Distress by Wives, 
Children and Others Heartrending— 
Work at Rescue Going Bravely For- 
ward, But There Is Little Hope—List 
of the Missing. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 13.—An extensive 
cave-in occurred at the Gaylord slope of the 
Kingston Coal Co.’s mine at Plymouth this 
morning. Seventeen men are entombed. 
Rescuers are hard at work, but there is but 
little hope of getting the men out alive. 

The Gaylord mine or slope has been con- 
sidered an ill-faied colliery for morethana 
year past. Onlya month agothere was an 
extensive cave-in of the surface which 
weakened the roofofthe whole mine. so far 
as could be learned the accident to-day was 
caused bya further depression of the sur- 


face. 

Tbe Superintendent of the mine reports 
that only thirteen men areentombed, but 
seventeen are missing. The relatives of the 
entombed menare gathered at the mouth of 
the siope and their criesof distress would 
move the stoutest heart. Everything possi- 
ble is being done to reach the entombed 
men.

JUDGE JENKINS’ COURSE. 


A Resolution for an Investigation to Be

WaSHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—The House 
Committee on Judiciary to-day vwoted in 
favor of reporting to the House a resolution 
for an investigation into the course of Dis- 
trict Judge Jenkins, in restraining employes 
ofthe Northern Pacific Railroad from quit- 
ting work The vote was 7 to 6. 


Senator Vilas of Wisconsin appeared before 
the committee, and urged that the question 
was of such importance that it should not be 
voted upon until counsel had been heard. In 
accordance with this suggestion a motion 
was made to postpone the vote until next 
Monday, andinthe meantime hear counsel. 
This was voted or 7 to 6, and the reso- 
lution was then agreed on to be reported at 


once. 

Hadthe proposition to hear counsel pre- 
vailed, Col. Robert Ingersoll would probably 
have appeared for the labor interests and 
several prominent lawyers for the other 
side. The resolution reported is a substitute 
for the one Introduced by Representative Mc-

Besides the two 
families reported frozen near Cross an un- 
known man was found near Ponca indian 
agency, frozen to death, and south of Cleve- 
land, inthe cofintry,a family of three per- 
ished, 

Two Tonquawa Indians were found dead in 


a hut, and tbree Indian children were caught 
inthe storm near Anadarke and perished. 
Many other fatalities aro rumored, but poth- 
ing authentic. 

Scores of cattle and horses owned by set. 
tlers in the strip perished, andin the Osage 
and Kiowa reservations the numberof dead 
cattle will reach thousands. 


CORONER’S CLASHES. 


Slight Friction Over Two Cases of Deaths 
Frem Burns. 


The ceath yesterday of Josephine Davies, 
aged 45, who, while trying to save her 
daughter Eva from death by fire at their 
residence, 1519 Bremenavenue, last Saturday, 
was fatally burned, caused a little discussion | 
between Dr. Breibach, the attending physi- 


cian, and Coroner Frank. Dr. Breibach 
wanted to know why Coroner Frank had held 
an inquest on tue remains, since he (Dr. 
Breibach) had issued the certificates. The 
latter document was, however, sent to the 
Coroner’s office when brought to the Health 
Department forapproval. A verdict of acci- 
dental death was returned in the verdict, and 
all persons concerned are satisfied. 

There was a brief clash of authority be- 
tween the Coroner’s office and the Health 
Department to-day. George AmbDs, 13 years 
old, died foo pentane & at his parents’ home, 
4714 South Eleventh street, from the effects of 
burns. The attending physician, Dr. H. Kin- 
ner, issued a certificate of death and failed to 
notify the Coroner. The clerk in the Health 
Department approved the certificate, also 
without reporting the death, as should have 
been done to the Coroner. To-day the Cor- 
oner learned of the death through the physi- 
cian, and after a brief investigation the 
death certificate was approved, and the in- 
terrment of the remains proceeded. 


Killed at Chain of Rocks.

Louts. James Emery, Charles Emery, Thos. 
Emery and Sadie Kmery, minors, by their 
next friend, Seth Kay, want to recover $5,000 
damages from thecity because of the death 
of their father, Joseph Emery, who was 
killed at the Chafhof Kocks on Dec. 27, 1892.

HEARD REMONSTRANCES. 


Board of Public Improvementsa® Meeting

The only cases in which a 
minority had signed the remonstrance were 
as follows: The reconstruction of Ninth 
street, between Franklin avenue and Cass 
avenue; Seventh street, between Franklin 
and Cass avenues, and Tenth street,, between 
Lucas and Cass avenues. 

Contracts for a considerable quantity of 
new sewer work are to be advertised, and 
the letting is set for March 6, next. The 
work Is to be done in the following sewer dls- 
tricts: Chippewa street, No. 163; Minnesota 
avenue, No.4; South Mill Creek, No. 46; 
North Mill Creek, No. 26; Branch street, No. 
84; WVarne avenue,No. 3; Warne avenue, No. 4. 

The following ordinances reported by the 
committee were approved and adopted: An 
ordinance establishing the width of road- 
way and sidewalk of Twelfth street, beween 
Market and St. Oharles streets, at, roadway, 
110 feet, and sidewalk, 20 feet; an ordinance 
to reconstruct the above street with asphal- 
tum, and an ordinance for laying sewers in 
Rock Springs Sewer Districts, Nos. and 4.

Some six years ago, when Brazil wanted to 
establish diplomatic relations with China 
and Japan, Commodore da Gama was sent to 
those countries with Dr. Eduardo Calada to 
settle the different consulates and legations. 
Twice he was sent to represent his country 
inthe United States, once during the Cen- 
tennial at Philadelphia and the other during 
the International Marine Conference at 
Washington. He was in the discharge of 
this last commission on Noy. 15, 1889, when 
Dom Pedro was dethroned andexiied. He 
wes then called to Brazil and was placed in 
charge of the marinheiros nacionaes (marine 
soldiers) at Rio Janeiro, and soon afterwards 
the Brazilian Congress passed a law author- 
izing the Government to place him In charge 
of the organization and discipline of the 
navy.

OLEVELAND, O., Feb. 13.—The heavy snew 
and wind storm which set in early yesterday 
morning continues to-day with unabated 
fury. The wind has shifted around to the 
northwest and is blowing a heavy and bit- 
terly cold gale from the fake. 

The snow has reached adepth of about ten 
inches on a level, and hes drifted in places 
many feet deep. Trains on all roads leading 
into the city are being moved with great 
difficulty, andin many cases are hours be- 
hind schedule time. The street cars are 
running very irregularly and have.abandoned 
all trail cars. 


The Roanoke Safe. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 13.—A dispatch re- 
ceived this morning says the Roanoke 
reached Grand Haven at 11 o’clock last night 
allright. Shehad been twenty-four hours 
outinthe gale. All on board are well. It 
was feared last night she had been lost with 
all her passengers. 

The crib at the lake end of the new intake 
tunnel withstood the onslaught ofthe great 
northeast storm without the slightest dam- 
age. Anxicus people watched the structure 
during the entire night. 

Lights were visible on the crib at 3 o’clock 
this morning. Atdaylightthere was every 
‘Appearance that work was being prosecuted 
in thetunnel. There is no means of com- 
munication with the crib, buta boat will 
undoubtedly land as soon as the sea quiets 
somewnhiat. 

Contractor Murphy came ashore from the 
crib shortly before noon. He said the men 
on the little artificialisland werein no way 
inconvenienced by the storm; that they had 
plenty of fueland were warm and dry inthe 
crib-house. 

Later inthe day the contractor said he did 
not know until he reached the shore that 
there was any alarm felt for the menon the 
crib. They feit no effects of the storm, and 
at no time considered themselves in danger. 


In Louisiana and Mississippi. 

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 13.—A terrific storm 
has passed_ over Loulsiana and Mississippl. 
Meager reports from some sections show 
great damage to property and in many cases 
injury to the inhabitants. New Town, La., 
is reported to be wiped out entirely. Dis- 
patches from Beauregard, Enterprise and 
Wessen, all in Mississippi, state that their 
experiences were terrible and that quitea 
number of persons were injured. <As most 
of the wires are down it Is almost impossible 
to get anything like extended reports of the 
storm. 


Mails Delayed. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Feb. 13.—Malils from the 
East and Southeast were badly delayed to- 
day by the blizzard.

SURPLUS WEALTH’S PABT. 

The plaint that the income tax would 
levy an unjust burden on the rich is ren- 
dered ludicrous by the list of incomes of 
New York’s rich men which appeared In 
the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

Under the income tax provision of the 
Wilson bill William Waldorf Astor would 
have to pay $178,000 for the support of the 
Government. To the ordinary citizen that 
isan enormous sum, but when Mr. Astor 
shall have paid his income tax he will 
still have $8,722,000 of income left to 
make both ends meet. Several thou- 
sand families could subsist on this 
income with more comfort than the mass 
of Mr. Astor’s countrymen enjoy. At 
present Mr. Astor is living in England and 
pays no taxes for the support of the Fed- 
eral Government, under whose beneficent 
protection he enjoys such a kingly in- 
come, 

When the tax which John D. Rockefeller 
would pay is substracted from his income 
be has $7,459,050 upon which toeke out 
existence. And so the list may be followed 
down, the least of these rich men having 
enormous incomes left after the proposed 
income tax is substracted from the total of 
their annual returns. 

Can any sensible man be made to believe 
thatitisany hardship for these money 
magnates to yield 2 per cent of their enor- 
mous surplus incomes for the support of 
the Government under which they have 
enjoyed the opportunity to make them 
and which affords them the blessings of 
security and liberty in the highest degree? 
Can any injustice be charged in laying 
such a tax? On the other hand, is it not 
gross injustice that citizens who can barely 
earn enough to supply themselves and 
their families with food and clothing 
should bear the same burden of taxation as 
the men who revel in surplus wealth? 


THE SENATORIAL TANGLE. 

Explanatory letters from Senators Cock- 
rell and Vest will soon be thicker in Mis- 
souri than leaves in Vallambrosa. Senator 
Cockrell, especially, shows an untiring in- 
dustry inthe business of letter-writing, 
which promises to put a letter of explana- 
tion in regard to his relations with the 
President into the hands of every Demo- 
cratic Cammitteeman, legislator, justice of 
the peace and a large percentage of the 
voters of the State. 

The letter-writing activity of the Mis- 
souri Senators is in one view pathetic. 
They have been forced into it for personal 
vindication. They have been placed ina 
false position and feel compelled to 
clear themselves and the President 
from the odious imputation of a 
bargain and” sale which certain 
self-constituted guardians of the Missouri 
Democracy, prompted by selfishness or 
imbecility, have sought to put upon them. 
They are impelled to notify their constit- 
uents that they have not consented to be- 
come Senatorial automatons to squeak 
whenever the President pulls the string, 
in return for a few patronage plums. 

But the resentment of the Missouri Sen- 
atorsatthe attemptto put them in the 
light of Administration ‘‘cuckoos’’ is not 
the only significance of this outbreak of 
It shows the widespread in- 
dignation of the Missour: Democrats 
over the ‘‘cuckoo’’ campaign. It demon- 
strates their temper on the subject of 
the coercive or seductive use of the pat'- 
ronage and their jealous regardfor the 
independence of their representatives in 
Congress. It may be taken as a notice 
that cuckooism isa disqualification for a 
place in the confidence and esteem of the 
State Democracy. 

Senator Ve@gst’s absolute denial that he 
authorized or consented to any arrange- 
ment to secure harmony settles the ques- 
tion as far as he is concerned.

The Senator’s statement 
that he is not at war and has no grievance 
with the President is offset by the admis- 
sion that after he and Senator Vest had 
opposed the Administration’s policy the 
President reversed his rule of consulting 
the Senators with regard to appointments 
and ignored them so pointedly that self- 
respect compelled them to hare nothing 
more to do with him.

SECOND CHAMBERS. 

In an article on ‘‘Upper Houses’’ in the 
Westminster Gazette Mr. Grant Allen 
cynically remarks ‘‘a second chamber acts 
as a drag. Progress is always uphill 
work. So we are at pains to provide a 
drag beforehand—for an uphill journey.’’ 

Mr. Allen’s condemnation of second 
chambers, however, applies only to those 
bodies which represent privilege or caste. 
He does not have anything to say concern- 
ing their real purpose in a rational demo- 
cratic system nor are his strictures perti- 
nent to any but the British House of Lords 
and those chambers modeled directly upon 
it. 

The popular dislike for the Lords in 
England arises from its undemocratic 
principle. It is in no sense a popular rep- 
resentative body, but on the contrary 
stands for what is reactionary. In its eco- 
nomic aspect it represents the class which 
in virtue of its privileges is a mere sponge, 
absorbing the earnings of the people and 
contributing absolutely nothing in return. 


and sinew of the land, were no more con- 


industry of the country. In doing this 
they contributed to progress and did 
civilization and liberty a servicein saving 
tha Anglo Saxon race from the one-man 
power which proved so fatal to the peoples 
of continental Europe. But the real power 
which the lords acquired was not as repre- 
sentatives of right but of privilege, and it 
was done before the idea of individual 
right assuch had found lodgment in the 
minds of men. 

The Upper House in England is now an 
anachronismand a ‘‘drag for an uphill 
journey,’’ because the democratic idea 
predominates, and individual rights are 
struggling against the privileges of 
a hereditary class, whose interests are 
not only uot identical with those.of the 
people, but positively antagonistic. 

But this is not to say that an upper house 
is necessarily a drag, a hindrance to prog- 
ress. If its membership is democratic, if 
it represents real popular sentiment, it is 
a most useful, perhapsa necessary factor 
in safe and real advancement. In form 
the United States Senate was paterned 
on the British House of Lords, and it was 
valued by many 100 years ago as 
acheck to the democracy. But in prac- 
tice it has augmented political wisdom 
and at times been even more democratic 
than the lower House. 

That it has of late fallen in pub- 
lic esteem is merely a sympton of a malady 
in the body of society itself. Once rescue 
the Senate from the taint of plutocracy 
and privilege and: the upper House will 
resume its place as one of the agents of 
progress and liberty. 


THE fate of Pennsylvania should be con- 
sidered by our statesmen in acting upon 
the tariff. Mr. Quay himself says: ‘*Penn- 
sylvania is sorely chastened. Her furnace 
fires are going out. The wheels of her 
mills are motionless. Her farm lands are 
shrinking in value and are passing into 
the hands of the officers of the law. Her 
labor is unemployed and in a condition of 
tremulous and dangerous unrest. Not 
many days ago some of her citizens were 
compelled to defend with armed bands 
their lives and property from a mob of 
hungry men at the cost of the shedding of 
blood.’’ With another thirty years of 
protection, if Mr. Quay hae not overdrawn 
his picture, we may easily imagine that 
Pennsylvania would be a howling wilder- 
ness.

* ‘@nd@ Similar to That Thrown by Vail- 
lant in the Ohamber of Deputies— 
Bretone Captured After a Desperate 
Fight—-His Defiant Demeanor. 


‘ Parts, Feb. 13.—Leon Bretone the Anar- 
chist waiter who threw a bomb Into the cafe 
situated beneath the Hotel Terminus, oppo- 
site the St. Lazare Railroad Station, behaves 
with the most cynical effrontery. When 
asked if he had ever before appeared in a 
police court, the prisoner sneering fe- 


marked: 
“It is not my custom to frequgnt such 


places.’’ 

. In answer to further questions Bretone 
said that he hed fired his revolver at the po- 
lice because;in chasing him after he had 
thrown the bomb, they drew their swords 


against him, 

The prisoner was here interrupted by one 
of the policemen, who exclaimed: ‘*You 
fired atus, when we were the persons pro- 
tecting you from being torn to pieces by the 
peop’s.’’ 

- To this Bretone replied: **That proves that 
the people are a wretched lot. In any case, 
whether I die now ortwo months later, does 
hot matter a straw to me,’’ 

The prisoner then resumed a coarse, chaff- 
ing tone, and seemed to glory in the 
notoriety which he had earned by his des- 
perate conduct of last night. 

It is now estimated that twenty or more 
people were injured by Bretone’s bomb and 
that five people were wounded by the re- 
volver shots which he fired while Deing pur- 
sued by or struggling with the police. 

The cafe was filled with people and a band 
was playing when Bretone suddenly arose 
from one of the tables on the outside and 
threw a bomb at the electric chandelier, 
which it shattered, destroyed a marbie top 
table, overturned others, smashed the plate 
giass windows, glassware and everything 
mance its sphere and wounded about twenty 

ople. 

After throwing the bomb Bretone ran 
away, but was chased Dy a policeman, who 
attempted to arrest him. A struggie fol- 
lowed. Bretone fired his revo!ver right and 
left. Other policemen were attraeted tothe 
spot and -the Anarchist was arrested and 
conveyed tothe nearest police station, tie 
crowd in the meantime clamoring for his 
death by lynching. 

The bomb is said to have been in the form 
of a sardine box and to have been filled with 
Nails, pleces of horse shoes and scraps of 
co e. 

‘hen questioned in regard to his crime 
Brentone said among other things: ‘‘lam an 
Anarchist. The sooner the bourgeoisie burst 
up the better.’’ 

After the explosion the police arrested a 
man who was found trying toconceal himself 
aboutthe St. Lagare Raltlroad Station, and 
who refused to give hisname. He Is believed 
to be an Anarchist and may possibly turn out 
to be an accomplice of Bretone. 

The latter was once a walter in the cafe 
into which he threw the bomb, but he had 
been discharged. During the course of his 
vaporings after arrest Bretone informed the 
doctor who was dressing a wound inflicted 
upon him by a saber, that his hatred of the 
proprietor of the fate. was bet a minor con- 
sideration tn causing him to throw the bomb, 
and that his main object was to avenge Vall- 
lant. Bretone also saifl that there were 
others who would follow his example, and 
that the object of his associates is to destroy 
the bourgois society. Bretone declines to 
reveal his identity, but is said to be inall 
probability a native of the Island of Jersey. 

Among tne injured persons in the cafe was 
M. Beck, architect of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, whois wounded. in the arms and legs, 
andamannamed Van Heer, who has eight 
bullet wounds in his leg. Another man 
— Michel is wounded by pieces of 
shell. 

Crowds of people are visiting the neigh- 
borhood of the cafe to-day, and the police 
havetheir hands fuil in Keeping back the 
curious. The interior of the cafe resembles a 
place swept by cyclone, and is the center 
of attraction to all Parisians. 

Policeman Poisson, the officer who first at- 
tempted to arrest Bretone, the bombd- 
thrower, and who is suffering from four 
revolver-shot wounds inflicted by the An- 
archist, has been decorated with the cross 
of the Legion of Honor. The other police- 
men who assisted in the arrest of the desper- 
ate Anerchist will receive sums of money as 
a reward for their bravery. 


Relinguished Their Prisoner. 


QUEENSTOWN, Feb.13.—While the steamship 
Pavonia, Capt. Watt, bound for Boston, was 
bere she was boarded by the police, who had 
fnstructions to arrest a man in company 
with a lady, who had eluded the police while 
the steamer was in the Mersey.

THE CREW OF THE KEARSARGE. 


Additional Details of the Eight Days’ 
Sojourn on Roncador Reef. 


CoLon, Isthmus of Panama, Feb. 13.—The 
crew of the wrecked warship khearsarge will 
sulfer severely on the passage from here 
on the City of Para to New York, as nearly all 
of them are thinly clad, and no clothing is to 
be obtained here. Many of thesallors have 


on only shirt and drawers, their clothing 
having been thrown into the sea at the 
time ofthe disaster to better enabie them 
to swim and gain the shore of Roncador 
Reef. Officers of the Kearsarge say that 
when ali hands were landed on the reef, they 
were put on a short allowance of provisions, 
with one pint of drinking water a day. There 
was no fear of starvation for the island was 
a roosting place for quantities of the sea fow! 
known asthe booby, but great uneasiness 
was felt lest the fresh water should give out 
before rescue could arrive. Onthe second 
day, after several attempts to find fresh 
water by digging in the sand, a sufficient 
supply of drinkable water was discovered. 
It was hard and unpalatable, but it was good 
enough to sustain life. Booby soup was made 
and served to the men to help out the short 
rations. Although the sea was Very rough 
and dangerous, a working party was hauled 
outtothe shipin one of the boats and more 
provisions and more canvas was brought 
ashore. The eight days fof their life 
on the reefeach passed like its predecessor 
until about 9 o’clock Saturday morning, when 
a lookout sighted a large steamer approach- 
ing from the southwest. Instantly the camp 
was wild with excitement. ‘The steamer, 
which proved tobe the City of Para, from 
Colon, with Lieut. Brainard on board, came 
up to leeward of the island and anchored in 
comparatively smooth water, so that there 
was no such risk in embarking as there 
would have been on the side where the 
Kearsarge came ashore. When the City 
of Para arrived off Roncador Island it was 
ascene Of great animation. Everybody was 
moving about, some laughing and cheering, 
while some were crying from the effect of the 
strain they haa undergone since the wreck. 
Signal was made from the steamer that all 
was ready forthemto come oboard, and as 
there was no packing up to be done there was 
no delay in going offher. The transfer was 
made in the whaleboat, gig and dingy, with 
two of the boats of the City of Para. As each 
boat’s crew embarked aboard the steamer 
there was more excitement,the men cheering 
Liet. Brainard asthey came alongside. All got 
aboard safe, and the City of Para then laid a 
course for Colon, touching at Old Providence 
Island. There has been no sickness amon 
the men and only a few scratches an 
bruises of any account, though some are 
badly scorched and blistered by the sun and 
salt water. 

@No explanation of how the Kearsarge got 
out of her track and ran on thereef is given 
by the ofMficersor men. Merchant captains 
and wreckers here in Volon say that the cur- 
rents around Roncador are very treacherous 
anc changeable and, therefore, it is proba- 
bie that a strong southerly current may have 
swept the ship down to her fate.

Proposed Changes in Management. 


‘THE BOARDS ARE NO LONGER TO BE IN 


EXCLUSIVE CONTROL. 
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Under the Reco ofthe Ap- 
propriations Committee ‘They Must 
Make an Annual Report to the Secre- 
tary of War to Be Submitted to Con- 
grese—Other Contemplated Changes. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Uertain changes in 
the laws governing the management ofthe 
National Homes for disbaled Volunteer Sol- 
diers, incorporated in the sundry civil ap- 
propriations bill for the next fiscal year, has 
caused muctk comment among the veterans. 

The board which has been tn charge of the 
homes is made upof war veterans, with the 
exception ofthe President, Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court and Secretary of War, 
whoare members ex-officio, but have not 
usually taken an active part in the oversight 
ofthe homes, so that the management had 
been practically in the hands ofthe veterans. 
There are nearly 30,000 old soldters inthe 
seven branches of the home, the greatest 
number in the central establishment at 
Dayton, O. Large sums of money are han- 
dled by the officers, the appropriation for the 
next year being $2,300,875. 

In the past the Board of Management has 
held exclusive control of affairs, but it is now 
recommended by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee thatthe board make an annual re- 
port to the Secretary of War to be submitted 
by him to Congress; that an inspection of 
the records, disbursements, discipiine and 
management be made yearly by the In- 
spector General’s Depart ment, which 1s to 
report to Congress; that the disbursing offi- 
cers give bonds approved by the Secretary of 
War; that their accounts be rendered 
monthly tothe War Department for trans- 
mission tothe Treasury, and that all laws 
requiring the Board of Managers to make 
quarterly visits to the homeand audit the 
accounts be repealed. 

Representative Sayres, the Chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, says the changes 
were not intended to relieve the board of its 
power. ‘‘The intention was to make the 
board account tothe Treasury Department 
for its nmnancial transactions, as all other 
Government officers had to do,’’ said he. 
‘*They are to be held accountable to the 
proper department for the use of moneys,’’ 

Representative Cannon of Illinois said: 
‘*There was no intention tocripple the man- 
agers ofthe homes, only to secure more in- 
telligent administration and an oversicht of 
the accounts ofthe board business. The old 
system by which the board could give its 
members fees is done away with. The 
suldiers will be better off than ever, al- 
though the members of the board may have 
less fees.’’ 


INTERNAL REVENUE. 


Receipts for the Present Month Excaed 
Those fcr the Same Ptriod Last Month. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 13.—The receipt 
frum internal revenue during the first ten 
days of the present month aggregated $5,079, - 
211,as against $4,514,894 during the corre- 
sponding period last year, a gain of $564,407. 
This tremendous increase is regarded by 
treasury officials as asure signof returning 
business activity. The significance of it will 


be understood when it is Known that since 
the beginning of the fiscal year the receipts 
from internal revenue had constantly de- 
clined month by month until the aggregate 
receipts for the half year were fully $12,090, - 
000 less than for the corresponding period in 
1893. 


UINTAHS AND UNCOMPAHGRES. 


Problem of Settling Ihem Engaging the 
Committes on Indian Affairs. 

W ASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The probiem of set 
tlingthe Uintah and Uncompahgre Indlans 
of Utah has engaged the attention of mem.- 
bers of the House Committee onIndian Af- 
fairsattheir meetings forsome time past. 
Delegate Rawlins cf Utah hasa bill before 
the committee by which the Indlans are to be 
given lands in severalty, eighty acres for each 
head of a family and forty acres each for 
other Indians. He proposes that the re- 
mainder of the land shall be thrown open to 
settlement by United States citizens, a set- 
tler to be allowed 160 acres at $1,25 an acre, 
the mineral lands and lands eontaining tim- 
ber of commercial value to be excluded from 


the plan and governed in their dispusition by 
existing laws. 

The Uintahs now hold about 2,300,000 acres, 
and their neighbors, the Uncompahgres, 
about 1,700,000, or about 2,800 acres for 
each Indian. 

Difficulties exist over the title of the Un- 
compahgres to the lands they hold. They 
were moved over from Colorado a few years 
ago and occupy thelr present holdings by ex- 
ecutive order. They were promised agri- 
Cultural lands, however, and not mineral 
lands. Asphalt deposits of great commer- 
Clal value have recently been discovered in 
their country, sothatit is very desirable for 
settlement. Many settlers have staked 
claims, believing the land to be in Colorado, 
or claiming to think so, 

There is a difference of opinion in the com- 
mittee overthe action to be taken, but itis 
thought the matter may be settied by dis- 
posing of the mineral lands separately. 


AGAINST WEARING CHAMELEONS.

In **The Second Mrs. Tanqueray’’ Pinero 
draws without reserve the: character of a 
London courtesan essaying a respectable 
life, after some years of unconventional ex- 
igstence as the mistress of several successive 
men about town, and pictures the ecomplica- 
tion and tragedy arising from this effort ofa 
woman who had no real liking for virtue. 

Paula Tanqueray, in common with mapy 
women of her type, was filled witha jealous 
yearning for the apparent rewards of virtue, 
the possibility of living without open re- 
proach, the chance of beingin touch with 
good women, although they bored her, the 
escape from the scarlet brand of her sia. 
Also, she had been mistreated by some of the 
men whose name she had borne by the 
courtesy of London life, and as she herself 
says, she *‘Wanted to be married.’’ [t meant 
to her @ mew phase of experience, and 
Aubrey Tanqueray, who was old enough to 
have known better, was ‘'a good feHow’’ 
who would treat her well. There was no ab- 
horrence of her past ilfe in her desire to 
abandon it. In this reyard the study of 
character made by Mr. Pinero in his strong 
play is simply a bald presentment of the 
truth about women like the second Mrs. 
Janqueray. 

Mrs. Kendal ts artist enough to throw her- 
self into this character utterly and to reveal 
to an audience the results of a microscopic 
study ofitin every supple twist and turn of 
its warped morality. As a consequence of 
this fidelity to the demands of her art she 
presents to the public a great creation which 
has no magnetism aboutit, a revelation of 
character in every exposure of which there 
is something of the chilitng horror of the dis- 
secting table. 

The atmosphere ofthe story is necessarily 
repellent. A good man, sacrificially com- 
plaisant in his pity ae love for a bad 
woman, is being stretched on therack of 
mentaland moral anguigh in every line of 
the play. At rare moments there are fleeting 
indications that he is about to be rewarded 
for his awful self-immolation by bringing 
good out of evil in the Character of this 
woman, but the good Is invariably choked of 
its growth as soon as it gives the first faint 
sign of existence and the corruption of sin in 
the woman’s moral fiber again poisons the 
atmosphere surrounding her. 

This development is notat any time per- 
mitted to attain the coarseness of ordinary 
immorality. It has always the half-tone of 
respectabliity possible to such characters in 
a highly civilized world. The second Mrs. 
Tanqueray Is trained in the social conven- 
tionalities, even though she has defied the 
laws of society. Sheis of gentie manners, 
as a rule; sometimes she is womanly 
to a touching degree. In her piteous 
longing to De on good terms with 
her step-daughter to actually know the joy 
of motherly association witha pure young 
girl, there isthe nearest approach to a gen- 
uine remorse and horror of her past made 
during the entire play. But even this serves 
only to strengthen adramatic situation—the 
bitter scene when  kElien, ‘Tanqueray’s 
daughter shrinks from the secund Mrs. 
Tanqueray and cries: ‘‘I have always known 
what you were. Isawititin your face. I saw 
et you were not like the gooa women I had 
eft 49? 

It is the dDitterness of this stain of sin con- 
fronting ber atevery step which makes the 
peculiar pathos of the story of the second 
Mrs. lanqueray. Her past, even though she 
has been exceptionally frank in revealing it 
to her husband, stands always between the 
two. It comes up in her-conversation, in 
hertricks of speech and thought. But the 
crowning climax of its curse upon her is 
when at last itt faces her in her relation to 
Ellean Tanqueray and the awful discovery 
comes that Ellean’s lover, Capt. Hugh Ar- 
dale, isone of the several men whom the 
second Mrs. Janqueray had known but too 
well in the days of her career of sin in 
the London half world. From the moment 
of that discovery the final tragedy of the 
story is shadowed across the stage in ever- 
deepening lines. The shrinking horror of 
the girl whose love she was just beginning to 
win, the despairofthe husband whose own 
sacrifice had served only toinsure the sacri- 
fice of his daughter, confront Paula with but 
one meaning. Itis the curse of her sin upon 
them; the biight of her touch withering the 
happiness of thelr lives, She is telling 
Tanqueray the hopelessness of their position 
at last when from the - grounds of 
their country house comes the sound 
of worldly oid Cayley Drummle’s 
singingashe draws near. The despairing 
woman staggers hurriedly from the draw- 
ing-room, turning at the door as she does so, 
her white face and hopeless eyes confront- 
ing her husband. She utters no word; with 
a sob of farewell she leaves him. A moment 
later Ellean Tanqueray rushes in witha cry 
for her father. ‘the second Mrs. Tanqueray 
has adopted the only meansof escape from 
i curse of her past; she has taken her own 
life. 

However strange it may seem to see Mrs. 
Kendal inthis character, it can only be said 
that, from the standpoint of dramatic art, it 
is one of the strongest pleces of work she has 
ever done. Pinero has approached the 
greater French school in this play more 
closely than has any other English play- 
wright; Mrs. Kendal gives the great leading 
character of Pinero’s play all the breath of 
life possib'e toa faithful reproduction on the 
Stage. Her work is of absorbing interest of 
its kind; when it ts finished and the curtain 
has fallen on the last actof *‘The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray’’ there may ve regret that Mrs. 
Kendal has identified herself with such a 
part, but there can be no question of the suc- 
cess she has achieved In its delineation. 

Mr. Kendal’s work in the role of Aubrey 
Tanqueray is strong and satisfactory 
throughout, Itis not a grateful character; 
there isan element of weakness even in its 
self-sacrifice; itisthe roleofa man who has 
been fool enough to attempt the impossible, 
and who has dragged himself down into the 
gulf of social damnation with a woman 
whose association Is inevitably bound to em. 
bitter every hour of his existence by its aw- 
ful glimpses of an outcast past. . . 

Of the supporting company the work of 
most merit isdone by Mr. J. E. Dodson as 
the old London society man, Cayley 
Drummle, a,role carrying a slight suggestion 
of Maj. Pendennis in its typical features. 
Miss Annie Irish makes a pleasing and at- 
tractive Ellean, and js fully equal to the one 
or two really —— demands made upon her 
at trying moments in the development of the 
story. The other members of the cast are 
entirely capable, and the production is 
marked by unusual evenness of treatment. 
‘The Second Mrs. Tangueray’’ will be the 
bili at the Olympic until Friday evening, 
when Tom ‘Taylor’s fine old play, ‘‘Stiil 
Waters Kun Deep,’’ will be given.

SOON TO WED WEALTHY MISS ELSIB 
GUIBERT OF NEW YORE. 


His Sentence Commuted From Seven 
Years to Three and One-Half by the 
Efforts of the Bride-to-Be and Her 
Mother—The Latter’s Interest in a 
Barly Thief With a Good Voice. 


NEw York, Feb. 13.—On the 9th of April a 
very romantic episode in the lifeofa Sing 
convict will reach its denouement. On that 
day crook George W. Curtiss will pass with- 
out the prison portals and wed Miss Elsie 
Guibert of this city, who learned to love him 
while listening to his voice in the prison 
choir during her visits to the Institution. It Is 
atrue story, though it seems to get very 
near to the borders of fiction. The romance 
pegan just before Warden Brown was re- 
moved from his absurd, happy-go-lucky mis- 
management of Sing Sing Prison. Among 
other things that Brown did to make himself 
agreeable, particularly to women visitors to 
the prison, was toinvite them into his pri- 
vate apartments and then summon the 
prison choir to sing for their entertain- 
ment. He generally seated his visitors in 
the private dining-room and then brought up 
his interesting group of zebra-clad prison 
birds to warble for them. Very gushing 
scenes often took place. The fondness which 
some women manifest for murderers 1s his- 
torical. If women of this turn of mind cannot 
geta murderer tuo gush over, then they are 
willingto put up witha burglar or a sneak 
thief oran all-around crook with miscella- 
neous gifts inthe villainy line—anything so 
it’s a scoundrel of some sort. 

It was at one of these sentimental reunions 
which the poetical Brown was so fond of 


getting up that this romance began. At 
one of these jailbird musicales there were 
present, amonganumber of other women, 
Mrs. Charles Guibert of No. 103 West Ninety- 
third street, and her daughter, Miss Flisie 
Guibert of the same adaress. They, with 
the others, came to visit Sing Sing Prison 
and, as usual, the gifted Brown brought out 
his outlaw orchestra and glee club. The 
ladies, as usual, were charmed, but Mrs. 
Guibert and her daughter Elsie were partic- 
ularly moved, Mrs. Guibert was entranced 
with the choir leader—a burly German ori- 
gand, whowas livingin retreat for a little 
indiscretion in the thieving or burglary line; 
it matters not much which. He was sep- 
tenced In February, 1891, to a term ofsix 
yearsand six months’ Imprisonment. His 
nameisE. M. Hernz, and he has now re- 
joined society through Mrs, Guibert’s 
efforts and the amiable sentimentality of 
Gov.Flower. Mrs.Guibert at once set herself 
to work in his behalf, saw the Governor per- 
sonally, represented whata beautiful voice 
the man bad and how much better qualified 
he was to adorn the Harlem salons than to 
live an unostentatious life ina State prison. 
So the Governor. consented, Hernz was 
pardoned, and went outin July, 1893, after 
sérving two years and five months of his six- 
and-a-half years’ sentence. 

While the mamma was mooning over her 
thief, the daughter Elsic was doing a little 
something in the same line on her own ac- 
count. Glancing over the little group of as- 
sorted crooks, she observed that one of the 
gang wore a necktie. That Is where the neck- 
tieon which all this touching tale hangs 
makes its first appearance. She said 
little at the time, but made a men- 
tal note of the man with a necktie. 
A convict who wore a necktle was worthy to 
be married, and she made up her mind that 
if that particular convict was not involved 
already in matrimonial entanglements, she 
would have him out of State prison; that she 
would have him outat once, and that when 
wee him out she would marry him on the 
spot. 

Miss Elsie Guibert is a very pretty girl, 
with very beautiful eyes and a wealth of 
blonde hair. She is musical, and has pro- 
fessional ambitions, and not infrequently 
Singsin public. She has even gone sofar as 
to take a stage name. ‘‘Elsie Ray’’ she 
calls herself iu her professional capacity. 
The moment she got home to New York she 
wrote a note to Warden Brown and asked 
him whether he would not kindly tell her the 
name ofthe manin thechoir who had worn 
anecktie atthe convict concert. She gota 
reply by return mall. The man’s name, 
answered the Warden, was George W. Cur- 
tiss, 

To George W. Curtiss then Miss Guibert at 
once wrote a letter filled with sisterly inter- 
est. Beyond the fact that he was a caged 
crook, there really was very little that was 
interesting about George W. Curtiss. -He had 
lived here in New York with his widowed 
mother, whom he had well-nigh driven into 
the grave by his “epravity. He had two re- 
spectable uncles herein the city, and they 
hadciungtohimaslongasthey could, get- 
ting him out of one shameful scrape after 
another, until he had finally been 
brought up with around turn and landed in 
the Criminal Court on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny. He was tried, convicted, and, on Oct. 
9, 1890, was sentenced by Judge Oowing to a 
term of seven years in Stateprison. That 
was Mr. George W. Curtiss’ history, with 
the addition of between two and three years’ 
prison life tothecredit of his time penalty 
when Miss Elsie Guibert first met-him and 
resolved to have him for her own, 

So, while her mother was working upon 
the sentimental Governor for a pardon for 
her pet crook Elsie was at work upon soft 
substance forthe release of the crook whu 
had worn a necktie. In the meantime the 
letters between her and Curtiss were 
fiying fast and thick. Warden 
Brown had ceased operations 
a crook impressario for 
son that be had  0»been 
of office with the distinction 
been the worst prison warden the State of 
New York had ever produced. Mr. Charles 
F, Durston, who for many years had had 
charge of Auburn Prison, and had long been 
recognized as the best prison authority tn 
the state, was asked to goto Sing sing and 
Straighten ou the intricate tangle which 
Brown had made of things, and accepted the 
invitation. 

By this time the letters between Elsie and 
her convict had thrown off all restraint. 
Elsie was writing, or soon after Mr. Durs- 
ton’s arrival began writing, ,iIn terms of 
ardent affection, and George kept his end of 
the love-making business quite up to the 
mark. All the prisoners’ letters, as well as 
those they receive, are read, of 
course, by the prison authorities, 
and things between George and Elsie 
finally gottosucha pass that the chaplain 
of the prison, whose duty itis to look after 
this correspondence, referred the matter to 
Mr. Durston. Mr. Durston at once directed 
him to write tothe girl’s mother. This was 
done, and, to the surprise of the chaplain, a 
reply came back tothe effect that Mrs. Wul- 
bert Knew of the affair; that she fully ap- 
proved of it, and tbat her daughter and 
Curtiss were to be married, 
Min the meantime mother and daughter had 
laid siege to the sentiment in the heart of 
Gov. Flower in an effort to secure Curtiss’ 
pardon. This hedid not do, but he agreed 
to commute his sentence from seven years to 
three anda half years. His term wiil expire 
——* 9, andthe wedding will follow at 
once. 

Yet that is not quite all th 
either, Elsie and George have celebrated 
their love story in song. and the song has 
been published, and Elsie sings it in public. 
**At Last You Came to Me’’ is thetitle of it 
and on the cover of the sheet is a full-length 
portrait of Elsie. ‘‘Assang with great suc- 
cess by Eisie Kay,’’ is the legend under the 
portrait. The music anc words are both by 
Curtiss, who, it seems, bad added amateur 
musical efforts to his other offenses before he 
was locked up.

OMLADINA TRIALS. 


Uproar in Court, Defense Counsel With- 
draw and the Cases Adjourned. 


PRAGUE, Feb. 13.—The judges trying the 
members of the Revolutionary’ Secret Society 
of Omladina continne to have their patience 
tried by their. troublesome prisoners. The 
latest objection made by the latter was 
azainst the number of police present at the 
proceedings. They declared the force was 
unnecessarily strong and refused toenter the 
court unless the number was reduced. The 


matter was adjusted In some way, and the 
prisoners appeared in court. 

They were so recalcitrant, however, and 
the tumult which they created was so great 
that proceedings were almost impossible. 
The disorder to-day was constant, and the 
judges were compelled to order the court 
cleared of allspeciators. This the prisoners 
bitterly resented and charged the judges 
with acting unfairly. They did everything 
they could toannoy the court and block the 
proceedings. . 

After showerlng complaints upon the 
judges for the manner in which they were 
being treated several of the accused bared 
their breasts and Invited the guards to plerce 
them with their swords. When the judge 
ordered the counsel to continue, the prison- 
ers again started the uproar. The counsel 
for the defendants at last withdrew from the 
case, and the accused would not accept the 
service of cther counsel. The judges, in 
despair, ordered an adjournment. At this 
time the utmost confusion reigned. The 
prisoners retired, shouting ‘‘We will not ap- 
pear to-morrow.’’
